Shriners reach agreement

Three weeks ago, 
Paquin of Dana Perkins engineering 
firm pitched a 906-space parking lot 
increase to the board of sclectmen 
on behalf of the Aleppo Temple for 
their Fordham Road S 
Auditorium, he and his clients

automobiles. 

Now, a new entrance/exit will be 
placed roughly midway between the 
auditorium and Park Stet, facing

"No one will be traveling close to 
the Park Street area,” Paquin told 
the planning board. 

The construction of this second 
entrance ramp will cost the Shriners 
15 spaces and some additional 
funds, as the originally planned 
ramp will still be built, though now 
blocked off and used as an 
emergency access.

Some loving parents plan to give 
the family home to their children. 
But how the house is given and 
when presents lax consequences. 

Giving the house as a gift presents 
two negatives: the transfer will 
trigger a gift tax or use up the 
parent's gift and estate tax 
exemption, and the property 
retains the donor's basis, or tax 
cost. If the children sell, they incur 
a large capital gain. (If they use the 
house as their residence, though, 
the gain could be deferred.) 

Bequeathing the house steps up 
the basis to the market value at the 
time of the donor's death; the house 
could be sold almost tax free. 

One way to save on estate taxes is 
to fund a Grant Retained Interest 
Trust (GRIT), naming the children 
as beneficiaries. The home is put in 
trust and the donor continues to 
live in it for a specified time, after 
which the children own it. If mom 
and dad continue to live there, they 
must pay fair market rent. Because 
the gift is time delayed, its value is 
lower for gift tax purposes,

State treasury seeks 
to return $80 million 


State Treasurer Joe Malone has 
announced that the State Treasury 
has compiled a list of individuals 
and organizations who have money 
waiting for them under the 
Commonwealth's abandoned prop- 
erty law. The list was published in 
the form of a free standing insert in 
the Boston Sunday Herald on March 
5, 1995, and in the Boston Sunday 
Globe on March 12, 1995, and also 
appears in daily and weekly 
newspapers throughout the state 
during the weeks of April 3, 10 & 

7, 1995 

This year over $80 million has 
been turned over to my office as 
unclaimed property," Malone said. 

I urge every citizen to check the 
abandoned property listing we 
publish because we are eager to 
return all of this money to its 
rightful owners.” 

Under Massachusetts’ abandoned 
property law, accounts which have 
been inactive for more than three 
years are declared abandoned and 
turned over to the State Treasury 
for safekeeping. Unclaimed 
property consists of any financial 
asset that has not had any owner 
generated activity for an extended 
period of time. This includes 
savings accounts, checking 
unpaid wages or 
commissions, stocks, underlying 
shares, uncashed dividends, 
customers deposits of over 
payments, certificates of deposit, 
credit balances, refunds, money 


accounts, 


orders, paid up life insurance 
policies and uncashed benefit 
checks. 


In accordance with Massachusetts 
Unclaimed Property Act,property 
becomes ‘Unclaimed" when the 
owner does not respond to attempts 
by the holder of the asset for a three 
year period, 15 years in the case of 
travelers checks. Under the law the 

Holders" (banks, insurance 
companies, businesses, etc.) must 
make a determined effort to locate 
the true owner, If they are 
unsuccessful, they are to report the 
names and last known address of the 
owners to the State Treasury, The 
money is then deposited in the 
General Fund. Owners can always 
claim their financial asssets and 
there is no time limit on claiming 
the money. Owners and their heirs 
need not pay a finder's fee to anyone 
to claim what is rightfully theirs. 
All funds accrue interest until 
claimed 

Anyone who sces their name on 
the unclaimed property published 
list may call Treasurer Malone's 
office at (617) 367-0400, Monday 
through Friday, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., or 
write to: State Treasury, Unclaimed 
Property Division, One Ashburton 
Place-12th Floor, Boston, MA 
02108. When writing or calling 
respondents should give the name as 
it appears on the list, plus current 
address, address three years ago, 
social security number, and daytime 
telephone number.

Stone's in the Garden 


Acorns? What acorns? 


by Jackie Leszczak-Stone 
The right tool for the job 

My brother-in-law thinks that 
New Englanders are crazy. During 
a recent visit, this native Californian 
saw my neighbor vacuuming his 
lawn. He didn't understand what 
every New England homeowner 
with an oak tree on the lawn should 
know...a "Shop Vac" is the best and 
easiest way to pick up acoms! 

If you have ever tried to rake 
acorns you know that they scatter, 
bounce and escape the rake tines. 
Well, rake no morc. Get out your 
shop vac and clean up what the 
squirrels and trees have left behind. 
This method takes time, but so does 
raking, and it is blister free! 

My shop vac is one of my favorite 
all purpose garden tools.It has a 
reversing motor allowing it to both 
vacuum and blow. The motor is on 
the top of the device and is portable 
As a blower it is great in spring or 
fall for collecting leaves, especially 
when the Icaves are stuck under 
shrubs and bushes. And once again 
those jobs become blister free! 

Another tool that gets a lot of 
garden use is our two wheeled, 
upright hand truck (dolly). It 
climinates lifting bales of peat moss 
into wheel barrows, makes moving 
large potted shrubs a breeze, and 
moves rocks with case (it seems that 
rocks are always moving around in 
our yard) 

Speaking of moving rocks..in 
many New England gardens the 
rocks are too big to move. In our 
garden we have several that lay just 
under the surface. These prevent 
grass and anything else from 
growing. We (well actually my 
spouse with some encouragement 
from me) have been able to move 
some of them with the mother of all 
tools - a lever, Wasn't it

Take great care with this type of 
project. Although use of a lever 
makes it easier, this can be truly 
backbreaking work. Wear back 
Protection, gloves and cye 
Protection. We have split at least 
one lever on a project. If the rock is 
too big to remove, perhaps just 
lifting it above the surface will 
provide some interest to the garden. 
Remember, our ancestors were able 
to move the rocks. That's where all 
the stone walls in our woodlands 
came from

READING - Patriot's Day should mean much more than 
a long weekend, the Boston Marathon or Spring's first 
baseball game. John McCauley and his wife pause and 
reflect on the true importance of April 19, 1775. Two 
Hundred Twenty years ago April 19, 1775 the sun rose at 
5:19 am and the good people of Middlesex County were 
ready to enjoy an early spring New England Day.

Organ donors needed 


Brenda Butler knows one 
family's decision to donate the 
heart of their dying daughter 
came at a difficult and painful 
time. 

But, she also knows that 
heart gave her a second chance 
at life, something for which she 
is eternally grateful. 

"It was a conflict of emotions. 
I was elated they found a heart 
for me, but was saddened that 
someone had to die for me to 
live," said the 48 year old 
Jamaica Plain resident 
However, she said "The gift 
itself can turn a tragedy into a 
celebration of life, both for the 
person that was the donor and 
the recipient." 

When Butler began having 
heart trouble in 1989, she was 
told by her doctor it was likely 
stress induce. When her condi- 
tion failed to improve, she con- 
sulted another doctor who put 
her on digitalis. 

"Instead of getting better, I 
got worse," She said. She w: 
eventually diagnosed with car 
diomyopathy, an inflammation 
of the heart. Because there was 
no history of heart disease in 
her family, her doctor con- 
cluded she probably had a virus 
at some time that caused her 
heart to enlarge. 

Butler agreed to participate 
in a treatment study, but her 
condition continued to decline, 
and she was in and out of the 
hospital 

"My doctor started to closely 
monitor me. I went in for a 
checkup, and was told to check 
in. They wanted to keep me 
going either through medica 
tion.or machines until a donor 
could be found,” Butler said

"I was blessed and fortunate 
that in a month's time, they did 
find a match for me," Butler 
said. 

That was 18 months ago, and 
today, "I feel wonderful," said 
Butler. 


Because of confidentiality 
laws, Butler only communicates 
with the donor family through 
letters. "It's a comfort to them 
to know that not only have I 
been affected, but others," 
Butler said 

According to NEOB, there 
are 1,5000 patients waiting for 
organs at New England 
Transplant Centers, and many 
more need tissues. The prob- 
lem, according to Corey Collins, 
an NEOB donation coordinator, 
is that the demand is greater 
than.the supply. 

Organ donation is not always 
a comfortable issue to talk about 
because it often comes at a time 
when someone is dying, and the 
people closest to them are suf.

By 
making your wishes known, 
family members left behind 
have no questions about a 
deceased's feelings on organ 
donation

In order to 
keep his people from starving 
through another winter, 
MacGregor begs a loan from the 
local Marquis. But MacGregor is 
played for a fool by Cunningham 
(Tim Roth), a penniless and 
self-serving sycophant under the 
Marquis’ protection. 

One act of betrayal leads to 
another, and soon Rob Roy is an 
outlaw wanted by the British, 
who think nothing of going after 
his family. 

Treachery is an art form in 
this flick, and no one has mas- 
tered it better than Roth’s black- 
hearted Cunningham. 

Neeson may be intense and 
foreboding as the great hulking 
Scot, but Roth is utterly amaz- 
ing as the toadying, smarmy 
pretender constantly scheming 
for his own best interests. An 
egocentric sociopath, Cunning- 
ham plays the fop, but has the 
skill to cut your heart out and 
would do it without a moment's 
hesitation. Roth plays this char- 
acter with remarkable elan, 
turning out a villainous perfor- 


“mance that will long be remem- 


bered. Though John Hurt is deli- 
ciously decadent as the Marquis, 
his cold heartedness pales next 
to Roth's oozing evil

strength and passion, and adds 
a rare quality of dignity to her 
fiery performance. You never 
doubt the unquavering bond 
between Mary and her husband, 
as Lange and Neeson make you 
believe that these two still yearn 
for one another, even after many 
years of marriage. 

You could almost count the 
verdant Scottish highlands as 
another character. Director 
Michael Caton-Jones's camera 
enhances the importance of 
those hills, where the scenery is 
to be both enjoyed and endured 
by locals trying to eke out a liv- 
ing. Then again, Caton-Jones 
does a superb job of capturing 
the atmosphere of that era. The 
lyrical language of the clans- 
man in off-set by the bawdy 
behavior of their “betters.” The 
refinements of court life are 
shown, complete with magnifi- 
cently manicured gardens, but 
we are never spared the earthi- 
ness of the daily existence of 
people who lived close to the 
land. 


Caton-Jones used a lot of 
visual tricks to underscore dra- 
matic tension, one of the best 
being the simple editing device 
in which he cuts back and forth 
between the stalking of an inno- 
cent man in the woods to the 
exquisite a cappella singing of a 
young woman at a clan gather- 
ing. Her song becomes ever 
more eerie as we watch the 
lethal cat and mouse game. 

That tension is carried right 
through to the end, because as 
grand and sweeping as this 
movie is, its impact is derived 
from the personal dimensions. It 
boils down to intriguing charac- 
ters we can believe in, whether 
we like them or not.
